those who labor in the sweatshop, or in the 
coal mine or on the railroad grade, but the 
willing and hopeful task of the homesteader, 
the woodsman, or the prospector, each of 
whom is his own employer; the task of the 
man who breathes the free air of moun- 
jain and forest and plain, and who accepts 
coarse fare and labor unmeasured by hours, 
in order to gain future competence for wife 
and babies, and who sweetens his slumbers 
with dreams of the day when perchance he 
may wear the Senator's toga or the judge's 
gown, or sit in the Governor's Chair. 

Splitting rails by daylight, thumbing law 
books by candlelight, studying men, study- 
ing events, growing ever in brain as well 
as in brawn, honest, not with inoculated 
honesty, but with the instinctive honesty of 
one who does not know how to be other 
than honest; free from the vices of cities 
and untainted with the vices of the frontier, 
the boy grew into the mian, and the man 
| into the statesman, and when the hour 
came, then the patriot, the liberator, the 
framer of policies, the leader of a people, 
was ready for the hour, and equal to its de 
mands. 

Losing nothing of force, abating nothing 
of determination, resolute ever for the right, 
patient always with the erring, he yet im- 
pressed men with his abounding and kindly 
humanity. Bitterness, malevolence, un- 
charitableness, and all debasing and defac-

Ing qualities were strangers to his thought. 
In the great contest which for four years | 
shook our land from center to circumfer- | 
ence; in the contest between the bayonets | 
behind which was a passion and the bayo |

mosities. There cannot be found in all his 
published utterances one sentence expres- 
sive of hatred toward man or section—one 
| sentence that his biographers needed to 
| suppress, or his friends found it necessary 
to explain. 

' He never posed upon a self-erected ped- 
estal of self-conscious greatness. When 
he spoke in public he placed himself be- 
hind his subject, not in front of it. There 
is not an egotistical sentence to be found 
in any of his speeches, and the longest_of 
them could have been set up in the comp@s- 
ing room with but smal! recourse to the font 
of capital “I's.” 

He was a teacher ‘of multitudes, an orig- 
inator of ideas, an author of measures, but 
he was destitute of any disposition ww 
dominate or rival individuals, and he pos- 
sessed but little of the spirit of clanship. 
He never attempted to be a “boss.” He sel- 
dom concerned himself to advance the per- 
sonal fortunes of his followers. He was 
neither forgetful nor ungrateful, but his 
nature was too large and his spirit too free 
to exact personal devotion in exchange for 
personal services. He never made a traffic 
of polities. Those who followed his for- 
tunes and labored for his advanc-ment d.d 
not usually expect to secure office through 
his influence. They admired his adroitness 
in debate, his fervor in advocacy, his iron- 
limbed syliogisms with which he crushed 
error, his genius in originating ideas, his 
courage in stating his convictions, his pa- 
triotism and his Americanism, but they did 
not expect office from him in return for 
their support. In his: manner he was not 
one of that class of public men who have 
been aptly described as “pompous even in 
the grave.” In his social intercourse his 
leading charhcteristic was his simplicity of 
manner, his readiness of speech, his aD 
pearance of interest in what was being said 
to him, and his absence of self-assertive- 
ness in what was said by him. He fitted 
the stage of life as Cibber said of Mont- 
fort, “net by elbowing others, or disconcert- 
ing their action, but by excelling them.” 

Abraham Lincoln was of all men _ the 
best beloved of the -American people be 
cause in bis career he epitomized the 
genius of ouf country’s institutions, and 
the elasticity of its genius. He was the 
representative of the best type of American 
maphood. He leveled up to every exigency 
and was ready to meet it upon a plane of 
equality with it. Born of humble fortune, 
he speedily disentangied himself from its 
cramping environments, and passed to a 
grem career without exhibiting the process 
of transition. In an age of materialism be 
preserved his faith in the unseen. In an 
age of realism he compelled respect for the 
offepring of an inspired imagination. In an 
age of machine politics he achieved high 
place only through appreciation of his 
genius, bis steadfastness of purpose, and his 
integrity. | 

He was gentle in manner, wise in council, 
and firm in action. The forum owned a mas- 
ter In oratory when he spoke. The wiles of 
diplomacy were as transparent as glass to 
his clear vision. He selected generals of 
armies, captains of finance and judges of 
courts with an almost unerring judgment, 
and in an age of political giants he towered 
as a vast caryatid upholding truth, uphoid- 
ing justice, upholding freedom, and uphold- 
ing the flag which after four years of war 
emerged from the battle smoke with every 
star in place. 

From his youth upward, through his 
earlier and his maturer manhood, all the 
energies, all the labor, all the spirit and life 
of Abraham Lincoln were devoted to an 
idea. It was an idea which dashed the bar- 
gains of generations into nothingness at 
ite active and resolute feet. It was an idea 
which bearded tradition in lis strongholds, 
which defied capital in its entrenchments, 
} and which dared to make aggressive war 
upon vested and guarded injustice. It was 
an idea which victoriotis armles placed 
upon their bayonet points, and carried for- 
ward to a grander fruition than ever proph- 
et foretold or poet dreamed. It was the 
idea of the untrammeled manhood of man, 
of the freedom of man, of the equal civil 
and political rights of man. When Lincoln

The same 
method will be followed with each of 
the other bills as they come along for 
discussion. Members of Congress wil! 
get all the facts, obscurities will be 
made plain, and the country will be 
thoroughly informed.” 

“Will the ultimate consumer be 
asked to state his case’ I inquired. 

“The ultimate consumer, being a 
workingman of one sort or another, 
has neither the time nor money for a 
journey to Washington.

His protection rests 
wholly on the industry, intelligence.

| DLANT CROSSING 
EXPERIMENTAL. 


SCIENTISTS HAVE SAME TROUBLE 
THAT OTHERS EXPERIENCE. 


Common Sense and Patience Are 
Essential to Progress in the Deli- 
cate Work of Piant Propagation. 
J. C. Ostergard Who Recently Died 
Perfected the Casaba Melon. 


(From Posthumous Papers of J. C. Ostergard.) 

It is but.a little over half a century 
ago since plant breeding was at- 
tempted by others than those who 
were scientists, as it was supposed to 
be such a profound matter that the 
lay mind could not possibly grasp it. 
This indeed was quite true in a meas- 
ure, as it is today, but it has recently 
become known that scientists are no 
more able to fathom the laws that 
govern the production ef new plants 
than are others. The whole matter, in 
fact, is yet in Its infancy. 

I am, of course, aware of the s0- 
called Mendal law, but at best if you 
work according to it, it is quite im- 
possible for any one to foretell the re- 
sult following the hybridization of 
plants that have rot been crossed be- 
fore. Those who afte advocates of the 
Mendal law always call in what they 
are pleased to call “the law of prob- 
abilities,” which is merely a senseless 
excuse for flaws In the Mendal law. 
It may, however, be set down that 
when hybridization takes place and the 
preduct ig a fertile one the hybrids 
will be to all practical purposes uni- 
form in the first generation, while in 
the second there may be more than 
a score of distinct types. Often there 
will be but four or five, with two dom- 
inant ones, one resembling the male

desire, particularly as mo one can fore- 
tell whether the new production is a 
true sprout or merely a hybrid va- 
riety until after a trial crop has been 


grown. 
I once had a type of melon that had 
all the appearances of a true sprout, 
s0 much so that the president of one 
of Los Angeles’ largest seed houses 
offered me $5 for the seed of a single 
melon without avail; yet the to-all- 
appearances superb sprout proved but 
an unstable variety. In spite of these 
discouraging features, I would encour- 
age everybody to be on the Ipokout for 
sprouts, and when you think you have 


to the parent stock and. is better in 
some way, and inferior in no way to 
others of its kind, then you may ob- 
jeet if the new plant is inferior in 
some way to others of its kind. It 
can only have an excuse for existence 
if it has more superior points than in-

GLADIOLA EXPERIMENTS. 


Mr. Braunton’s experiments with 
|gladiolas are one and all in accord 
mine with melots and other 
plants. As he says, no one can fore- 
,tell the result of cross-pollination ex- 
cept wheh it ts already known through 
a former trial. When we cross varie- 
ties of carrots we known that the re- 
sult will not be a specie of huckle- 
berry, we will get a carrot+if the cross- 
ing . and the cross is a 
fertile one. But the kind of carrot to be 
produced not even “the Mendal law,” 
previously referred to cannot give us 
an inkling. The.trouble is that ex- 
perimentors, scientific as well as 
others, begin to shout as soon as they 
get the cross but, as already stated, 
except when you can, as in trees and 
shrubs, use the scion, you do not know 
what the second generation wil! be. 
Mr. Braunton is, able to get a fixed 
type of gladiola with each crossing 
while I am not able to get a fixed 
type much oftener than once in 200,- 
000 times. I am much interested in 
his experiments because he keeps a 
complete genealogy of all his products, 
and it is hoped that by so doing he 
may arrive at knowledge that will 
carry us out of this plant-breeding 
wilderness, and put it on a base that 
may merit the appellation of science.

FIRELESS WELDING. 


. Just Touch a Match to a Mixture of 
Tron Oxide and Aluminum and the 
Work Is All Done. 


Fireless welding is being demonstrat- 
‘efi on a practical scale in the grounds 
,of the Department of Agriculture, says 
‘the Wagrhington Star. They call it fire- 
less welding. This does not mean that 
it is done without heat, it there its 
no forge or the other appurtenances 
usually connected with welding opera- ' 
tions, The unique scheme is being used | 
in connection with the cold storage 
plant that is being installed for the 
department. This plant ts of the usual 
brine and ammonia type of refrigera- 
tion. The ammonia pipe runs under-

This is fired with a match and when 
it starts the oxide and aluminum mix- 
ture to burning it makes a molten 
liquid that is a good deal hotter than 
white hot tron. White heat is known 
as “welding heat” in tron working par- 
lance. 

The ends of the pipe to be joined are 
squared off perfectly true and fitted 
together. Then the break is surround- 
ed by a little two-piece tron mold with 
a hole in the top. The two pieces of 
pipe are gripped by a vice that can be 
screwed up so that the squared-off 
ends are crowded together at will. 

When the flash powder is fired there 
is a blinding sizzle in the crucible and 
the iron oxide ia turned into molten 
metallic iron. The melted mixture is 
poured into the hole in the mold 
around the pipe and instantly raises 
the ends of the pipe to a welding heat. 
The vise is then screwed up and the 
ends of the pipe crowded together 
about one-quarter of an inch. Then 
the iron mold is knocked off. There is 
a jacket of metallic tron around the 
place where the weld was made and 
this, too, is knocked off. The pipe 
shows no sign of a break at all and 
is really stronger at the foint than 
anywhere else because it is a trifle 
thicker. The process takes about four 
minutes. 
The cost of making a welded foint 
this way is about twice what it would 
be to screw it togethér with a pine 
coupling, but [t is said that a welded 
joint is more trustworthy than a 
threaded joint for underground work.

DR. ROBLEE OF RIVERSIDE 
HELD CONTEST AT OAKLAND. 


Small Association Football and 
Sport Became Popular at Once, 
Rules Have Changed a Whole Lot 
Since Early Days. 


Two waste paper baskets and a small 
rubber football were the apparatus 


Coast. 

This was in 1892, just after the game 
had been introduced in the East. Dr. 
W. W. Roblee, who is living at River- 
side, was physical director in the Oak- 
land Y.M.C.A. at that time. 

Dr. Roblee read an account of one 
of the first eastern games in a Y.M.C. 
A. paper. This game was played af 
the Springfield, 1... training school and 
the account proved so interesting that 
Roblee determined to try it out. 

He secureld a couple of cane waste 
paper baskets in the association office. 
He then borrowed a rubber football, of 
the old type, from one of the boys. 
The ball was small and perfectly round 
and had to be unlocked and then blown 
up with the mouth. 

The doctor said the contest made a 
hit from the very first. It Was over a 
year before they secured any written 
rules or regulations to go by, but every 
week he would get a number of the 
boys in the gym classes out on the 
floor. They would choose sides, blow: 
up the ball and begin racing up and 
down the floor throwing at the baskets 
high up on the wall. 

“The game has changed a whole lot 
since I'/played in the first match on the 
Coast eighteen years ago,” said Dr. 
Reblee, as he stood watching the U.S. 
C¢. team playing the Riverside Y.M.C. 
A. in the latter's court at Riverside 
last week. 

“It used to be much more of a rough 
and tumble proposition. Iguring the 
first few months after I had introduced 
the game at Oakland Y.M.C.A. and be- 
fore we got any rules, we used to have 
all the way from three to ten players 
on a side. 

“We only had about two rules in 
those first games. One prohibited run- 
ning more than two steps with the 
ball and the other prevented tackling 
a man. 

“Both teams would race up and 
fellow would duck out of the scrim- 
mage and take a wild shot at the bas- 
ket and every plager on both . teams 
would jump and scramble to get it as 
it down 

“There was not much scoring but -the 
boys liked the game. There was just

Not long sgo there was a regular 
trade in the black girls who were brought across the 
Sahara from Central Africa and shipped through Tripoli 
into Syria and other parts of Turkey. Before the 
English took hold of Egypt this traffic was carried on 
through the Nile valley and it was winked at by the 
Officials. It is said to be still in vogue in Morocco, and 
slaves are brought in from parts of the Caucausus to 
Constantinople.

‘slaves are legal. The wives of the sultan are largely 
slaves who are brought in from Georgia and Circassia, a 
plump bright-eyed, red-headed, white-skinned girl being

Cities which are gray, like Edinburgh, suggest rather 
and romance. Gray ciites are 
very fitting to these humid and northern climes. 

All great cities are either white or gray. That which 
is a golden red, harmonizing with the rich green ver- 
dure of the surrounding land, will ever suggest ease 
of existence, simpiicity and primitive life. Such a har- 
mony can never suggest solidity of existence, as does 
gray, nor vivacity as does white or cream. 

We who are compelled to live in smoky towns of dull 
brick and blackened stone car but ill picture the cities 
of the East. The brilliancy of the cities of China, Hin- 
dustan, Egypt, North Africa, Asia Minor and Greece} 
seen in the zenith of their existence, with their gor- 
geous pennants, stencilled cornices, gilded domes and 
ivory facades, decorated in peacock hues, is quite be- 
yond any conception of ours. Venice is their nearest 
approach. Such color has no place in the northern 
climes, but our colder and more humid cities, were it 
not for our smoke, could have a harmony entirely their 
own. 

The character of a city is most evident when seen 
through the medium of its color, but it is also seen 
through the texture and form. The buildings and the 
outline of the streets, to be a fit complement to modern 
city life, should be regarded in the first place as a 
background and as a foil. In their form and outline 
they should be simple and strongly composed. Their 
surface should be hard and their enrichments delicate 
to a degree. Such is the street architecture of Paris. 

The characteristic of a city expressed in its color, its 
texture and its form reflects on the citizen himself: Its 
dssign, the grouping of its buildings and its outward 
expression are matters of vital importance to his well 
being; and that these should have been left to blind 
chance to develop in the past shows a lack of apprecia- 
tion among those responsible for city building difficuit 
to comprehend —[{Town Planning Review.

INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION EFFECTED 
IN RECENT YEARS. 
By D. P. de Young, 
Coneul at Amsterdam. 

Wi: the little Netherlands lacks in the size of 


its agricultural area, it makes up in quality. 

What it loses in the way of boundless natural re- 
sources, it gains in conserving and developing what it has. 
It took years for the Dutch to conquer the rebellious sea, 
but subdued, it serves the conqueror as the Roman 
slaves of old served their masters. 
that restless energy combined with scientific knowledge 
and economic thrift have transformed a veritable frog- 
pond into green meadows and the most valuable small 
farming area in the world, 

Years of toil are linked with the development of Hol- 
land, transforming polders to meadows and swamps to 
fine farms. The fine system of canals for which the 
Netherlands is famous is not the work of one generation. 
Hand in hand with the rise of Dutch commerce that mar- 
velous waterway system has been builded. It is like 
their art, their conservativism and their thrift, the

Intensive agriculture, however, such as is practiced in 
Holland today, is of comparatively recent date. Conser- 
vation being more or less of an attribute of the Dutch 
character, all resources have been protected, but its full 
and complete development, particularly along agricul- 
tural lines, is the work of the last generation. 

About thirty years ago the economic conditions in the 
Netheglands were practically the same as they are in 
the United States today, as regards agriculture, being 
characterized best as a transition period from the so 
called Bonanza farming methods to the intensive sys- 
tem practiced on,smal!! farms. Agriculture got to such 
a point in Holland thirty years ago that gentleman farm- 
ing had to be replaced by skilled agriculturists, just as 
scratch farming on a big seale in America must give 
way to a thoroughly methodical system. 

Until recent years, the Dutch farmers were looked 
upon by their city brethren as a distinct caste, wearing 
provincial dress and living in remarkable contrast to 
their urban friends. One of the most noticeabie char- 
acteristics of the early Dutch farmers was their aversion 
to anything new in farming methods. They considered 
what they already knew as sufficient, and showeil re- 
markable disgust at being taught anything new in the 
way of implements or improved tillage. Occasionally a 
novelty was introduced, but on the whole these gentl2 
man farmers took on but few new ideas and had accord 
ingly diminishing returns.

It is a noticeable observation that the majority of the 
farmers in Holland today are renters, the proportion be- 
ing 57 to 43 per cent. This ratio differs in the different 
provinces, however, both on account of historical circum- 
stances and the character of the soil. 
Groningen, 75 per cent. of the land is farmed by owners, 
while in Zeeland only 34 per cent. of the farmers are 
owners. In Friesland, 68 per cent. of the farmers are 
renters, while in South Holland the number of renters 
approaches 60 per cent. 
ers are slightly in the majority. 

From recent statistics compiled by the Department of 
Agriculture at The Hague it is also observable that the 
per centage of renters is gradually increasing. The 
cause of this tendency, it is thought, lies in the reouirc- 
ment of increased capital for intensive farming. With 
present high rent values, which insure the owner good 
interest on his money, he thinks it a safer and better 
investment to let the land, rather than farm it himself, 
when so much capital is required to operate it in a 
highly up-to-date manner. In other words, the owner 
prefers genera.ly to take a sure rent and leave the mcre 
speculative profits of the highly modernized farming to 
the man with borrowed capital. This state of affairs be- 
ing well recognized, the national government takes all 
the more pains to assist agriculture in every possible 
manner.

The “vaccine” in question was prepared by taking 
some cancer tissue from another person—that is to 
say, the actual materia] of a malignant growth of the 
kind—erinding it fine, pounding it in a mortar unti! 
not a single cancer cell was left whole, and finally re- 
ducing it to the requisite degree of fluidity by mixing 
it with salt and water. In this form, as an emulsion, 
it was injected beneath the boy's skin. 

The. theory on which the process was based is the 
same as that involved in the new and remarkably suc- 
cessful method of dealing with typhoid fever, cholera, 
and certain.other diseases by vaccination. Work of this 
kind is now being conducted on quite a large scale oy 
Major F. F. Russell and a corps of experts at the army 
medical headquarters in Washington. Great quantities 
of typhoid “vaccine” are made there, and put in little 
glass bottles, each containing one dose, for distribution. 

Such a “vaccine” ordinarily is maaufactured by in- 
troducing a pure culture of the germs of the disease 
(whatever it may be) into beef soup, upon which they 
feed, and in which they multiply at such a rate that 
soon the fluid contains thousands of millions of them 
for every teaspoonful. They are then killed by raising 
the soup to boiling temperature, and the preparation 


would be easy enough. But in all likelihood it never 
will be discovered the reason being simply that it is 
too small to be seen even with the aid of a high-power 
microscope. To cite a parallel example, yellow fever 
is positively known to be caused by a microbe of 4 
definite species—a bacterium of some kind, But that 
bacterium is so tiny that ao human eye has ever be- 
held it, or is likely to do so. Precisely the same thing 
might be said of the germs of measles, scarlet fever 
and smallpox. 

The failure to discover a germ of cancer has led some 
investigators to the conclusion that there really was no 
germ at all. They have advanced a theory to the effec 
that the malady was caused by a rebellion of certain 
groups of cells, which actually turned against the body 
of which they were a part, preying upon it and multi- 
plying at its expense, thus establishing a destructive 
parasite growth in the very flesh of the victim. Un- 
deniably, the idea is both picturesque and ingenious, 
but there is very little real evidence to support it. On 
the other hand, if there were a specific germ of the 
d sease, of a size great enough to be seen, it would cer- 
tainly have been identified ere this by one or more of 
the scientific men who for many years past have been 
studying the cancer problem in all parts of the civil- 
ised world. 

One fact that seems to point to the existence of a 
specific germ is the existence of so-called “cancer

HISTORIC AND PRESENT INTEREST.

Zapotecans piled up the mosaic walls of the ruins of 
Miula to the present time, when a governor extraor- 
dinary has forced the commercial progress of the State 
two decades beyond the times. 

A mile above the sea at the seventeenth parallel 
seems to purge the temperate and torrid climates of all 
of their disagreeable features. Such is the valley of 
Oaxaca, nestling near the continental divide on the 
Pacific slope of Mexico. Nature is so glad and happy 
here that there is little wonder that the people, both 
ancient and modern, have been striving continuously 
for higher things.

|}most remarkable state of preservation. The walls are 
covered with mosaics and carvings that are the won- 
der of all beholders. There are in each of the north 
and south groups of ruins, four-walled courts, facing 
about an open patio, lying at exactly the four points 
of the compass and with all walls on lines true to the 
needie- The entrance to the north court has a heavy 
cap piece of hewn stone and under it leads an under- 
ground passage which may have led to the outer 
courts. | 

In the north court the walls are in the best state of 
preservation, the mosaics and decorations are most 
peculiar and are unlike anything to be seen elsewhere 
in the world. The designs are all square and the door- 
ways are of square upright columns capped with im- 
mense square cut mofoliths, twelve to eighteen feet 
long, four to six feet in width, and three to five in 
thickness. How these monoliths were cut and lifted 
to their present position is as yet an unsolved mystery.

To this day the 
Zapotecans point with pride to the great ruined city 
that tops the mountain of Alban and they firmly believe 
it was their ancestors who stamped out this civiliza- 
tion which was springing up at that early day. 

Archaelogists have not seriously considered the tra- 
ditions of the Zapotecans, but wit. all the research that 
has been made no tangible clue to the origin of the 
ruined city on the hill which everlooks the Oaxaquenan 
capital has been found. The unartistic theories ad- 
vanced have no more proof to sustain them than have 
the beautiful traditions of the aborigines. 

Many scientists would take away from the Zapote- 
cans any connection with the remarkably preserve ‘ 
ruins of Mitla, .he origin wf these ruins is far back 
into the night which preceded the dawn of history and 
the mystery of their foundation will only be the deeper 
a thousand years hence. 

Situated close to the bank of the river, the ruins 
cover several acres. Across the river from the main 
buildings two pyramids rise, evidently watch towers 
and places from which the water supply could be de-

There are 
six massive columns, each seven feet in circumference 
and twelve feet hich. down the center of the hall. The 
walls are laid in the most intricate mosaics in the most 
beautiful and unique design and the floor is covered with 
an adamantine cement which has defied the action of 
the elements for countiess ges. This room is sur- 
rounded by four smaller rooms all lying on the true 
lines of the compass. In each direction from the hall 
of the monoliths may be seen evidences of the same 
grandeur and mystery in the smaller courts with their 
surrounding corridors. 

To the south of the city of Oaxaca is Zaachila, wita 
still another series of ruins, bearing no relation either 
to those of Monte Alban or those of Mitla. These 
structures. however, were built less substantially and 
time has effaced nearly all semblance of the beauty 
they may have possessed. 

When the Spaniards came to Uaxaca they found the 
Zapotecan and Mixtecan Indians living in obedience to 
a wise set of laws. They nad an organized fighting 
force and lived in well-arranged cities and towns. The 
Europeans were not compelled to do much fighting in 


the valley, as treaties were arranged with the Indians.

INCREASE OF SERIOUS LITERATURE. 

According to reports from publishers there is a de- 
cided growth in the popularity of serious literature in 
England. During the last year there was a slight 
check to the flood of novels, there being an actual de- 
crease in the number published compared with the 
1839, while there was a 
decided increase in the number of serious books. The 
total number of works issued was seventy-nine more 
than in the previous year. 

The chief increases dvring 1910 may be summarized 
as follows: Poetry and drama, 115; traveis, 71: social 
science, 64; art and science, 53, and religion and philos- 
ophy, 42. 

A well-known book seller said recently that he had 
sold fewer six-shilling novels than ever before The 
sixpenny novel was in great demand, but the more ex 
pensive edition of 4 new story had greatly declined in

THEIR VALUE AND EFFECT DEPEND ON 
HOW THEY ARE USED. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HE use of commercial fertilizers for the garden 
has often been advised in this department for the 
reason that in such shape they are prepared for 
application to the soil and save the gardener or owner 
much labor and some worry. As a rule these com- 
mercial outputs are fairly well balanced for plant food. 
In spite of all this, the average person knows little of 
the use or value of the contributing constituents, espe- 
cially as to their availability, and to him we sing. 

Were we to apply the chief three elements sep- 
arately to the soil we would have much better results. 
For instance, phosphoric acid and potash are of little 
value when applied to growing crops as a top dress- 
ing for they are “fixed” py the soil, staying on the 
surface out of reach of plant roots. This is not true 
of nitrogen, which permeates the soil to any depth 
that water or air will go, and sometimes goes too deep. 
The first two should be thoroughly mixed with the soil: 
as deeply as possible. 

Of course the effect, as well as the value, of different 
fertilizers depends very largely on the way in which 
they are used. Potash salts should be applied a con- 
siderable time before planting, for potash is quickly 
“fixed” and does not leach away. . Next we should ap- 
ply the phosphoric acid, and if in the less soluble forms, 
as ground bone, the application should precede plant- 
ing by a month or more. If in the form of dissolved

Coleus from Seeds. 


A VERY interesting experience with foliage plants 
may be had by buying a package of coleus seeds and 
growing them as summer bedding plants. Get them 
at once and sow in a box of sandy soil, in the house, 
or other warm place. In two weeks all seeds that are 
to come will be above the surface and you need then 
only keep the plants in a sunny place free from frost 
but with no artificial heat. When an inch high the 
plants should be transplanted, either into other boxes) 
or into a bed on the sunny side of the house. Have 
them not less than four inches apart each way. 

About April, or May first, transplant them again, each 
with a good lot of soll about the roots, into a shaded! 
bed, shaded at least from the strongest heat of the 
day. You will then have a fine lot of plants all summer. 
The soil should be rich but sandy. No close or sour 
soil will do; the lighter the better. You will get a great 
combination of colors, nearly all plants being varie 
gated, some of several colors, but occasionally one of 
a solid color. They are easily propagated from cuttings 
and the choicer kinds may be grown from slips in 
autumn and grown over winter in pots or boxes and 
thus perpetuated for all time. Unless this is done, be- 
ing annuals, they are good only for one summer. 


The Rattan Palms. 


HE genus calamus contains several species contain- 
in some of the strongest and most durable of all 
fibers.

This need not necessarily be a free range, as they will 
thrive in reasonably small quarters. Low, damp situa- 
ticns thee can endure, provided they have access to a 
dry place to roost or sleep in. Of shelter they require 
but little, a low shed answering the purpose, and almost 
anything in the shape of a fence will guard them. The 
Toulouse and the Embden are nearly equal in economic 
points, the striking difference being in color of plum- 
age, the former being a gray in color and the latter 
white. 

Breeding and management are not different; quite to 
the contrary, they are within the province of the aver- 
age intelligence. The goslings can be raised with hens 
until they are old enough to run with the old geese, or 
they can be kept in the warm sunlight during the day- 
time and a little artificial heat at night. They must 
not get chilled; keep them warm and dry, as well as 
fully supplied with food. 

To batch geese, take large hens and put from four to 
six eggs under each hen. The eggs should be sprinkled 
every fourth day after the twelfth day, the length of 
time required for hatching being from twenty-eight to 
thirty one days. Often the goslings will have to be 
helped out of the shell. The eggs can be hatched in an 
incubator, but the directions given by the manufacturer 
should be closely followed. 

Geese will generally pair off, although usually it is 
well to/allow two geese to one gander; but you will 
notice that the gander will stay with his actual mate

Dairy Refuse. 


CORRESPONDENT in Orange county writes to this 
department giving the cost to him of liquid fertilizer 
and the cost of yard manure offered at a dairy, and 
asks which would be the most profitable to use upon his 
land. Only the most general reply could be given by 
any one, without an analysis of each commodity. But 
here is a chance to get in another good word for humus. 
In the first place, the liquid would lose its valuable 
elements very rapidly, especially in a porous, sandy 
soil. The extent to which the ammonia would dis-! 
appear, for example, is greatly enhanced by the evapo-|

haps little to retard the escape of ammonia. The affin- 
ity of ammonia and humic acid is very great, and, there- 
fore, the liquid refuse would be valuable in heavy soils 
and not in sandy soils. 

Most California soils are probably more fertile than 
productive. If the elements of plant life are in the 
soil, but unavailable, any fertilizer that bears humus 
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fact in connection with the behavior of the same insect 
in India must mean one of two things. Either the cli-| 
matie conditions do not favor its life in India, or the) 
insect is controlled by its natural enemies. In Florida’ 


there are no natural enemies of the insect tribe, but a’ 
fungous disease does control it to a limited degree if | 


some research worker would determine the actual cause 
‘ of the searcity of the fly in India, if possible—whether| 


caused by climatic conditions or natural enemies—a 
great step would be made in settling the efficacy of bene- 
ficial insects, as the same determination could be ap- 
plied to other cases. But the problem is a grave one, 
even if it were proven that beneficial insects controlled 
in India. The work of getting the insects safely to Flor- 
ida and of getting them established would be a great 
task. But the man who succeeds would be a _ public 
benefactor.

This practice is based upon the injunction of the 
Apostle James, in one of his epistles: “If any of you 
ve sick, let him send fur the elders of the church, and 
let them anoint him with oil and pray over him.” Now, 
this anointing with oil did not mean nierely the mak- 
ing of the sign of the cross with a finger dipped in oil, 
upon the forehead of a sick person. It meant the thor- 
ough anointing of the body with oil, a practice that has. 
prevailed in the Orient for thousands of years, and is) 
now properly again being taken up by some modern’ 
teachers of hygiene. Dr. J. H. Kellogg of Battle Creek, 
in his recently issued medical encyclopedia, highly 
commends this practice, as being of great value in yg, 
treatment of consumptives, dyspeptics, diabetic pa | 
tients, and all classes of invalids suffering with dry or | 
inactive skins.—“It will,” says Dr. Kellogg, ‘produce al | 
most-marvelous results in the cases of infants that seem, 
to be wasting away without adequate cause.” The edi | 
tor of the Care of the Body can personally testify to the) 
value of inunction, it having been the means of saving.
